DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Amendment 

The applicant indicates that claim 1 has been previously presented. This 
indicates that no amendments have been made to this claim by the current paper. 
However, the claim is missing limitations that were added by amendment in the 
response filed May 28, 2004. Specifically, the claim does not match the current claims 
on file. Other claims within the paper have similar problems. It is not understood if the 
applicant wishes to remove these limitations and has an improper claim identifier, or if 
the claims filed May 20, 2004 have been overlooked and are intended to be included. 
Regardless, the claims are considered non-compliant because they fail to meet the 
requirements of 37 CFR 1.121. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments do not appear to be commensurate with the claims on file. 
Specifically, applicant argues that "larger grain length" is not claimed. However, this 
limitation was added in the claims filed May 20, 2004, which appears to have been 
overlooked.
